


Ramblings In Japan

We had a fine briefing on Kyoto 
by our friends the Gottschalls, who 
entertained us at dinner, and advised 
us on sights to see and enjoy. 

These folks are real authorities on 
Japanese culture, having served here 
for over ten years. We enjoyed es¬ 
pecially their collections of pottery 
and lacquer ware, each piece typical 
of true craftsmanship. 

So, when we reached the Kyoto 
district, we looked for these things. 

Here is the proud centre, for a thous¬ 
and years, of the handicrafts of the 
country. 

Visit then, with us, these art in¬ 
dustries in Central and Southern 
Honshu. You will admire the results 
of hundreds of years of experienced 
work by real artists In creation. We 
will first visit a lacquer plant. Nish- 
imura, established in 1657. Their dis¬ 
play room showed thousands 
pieces, ranging from spoons to Em¬ 
perors cabinets. Not for sale were 
museum pieces 400 years old. r “ 
have a small exhibition workshop to 
illustrate their workmen and proces¬ 
ses, but most of the work is done in 
the homes. 

The ingredients of lacquer ware are 
cypress wood, which never warps or 
splits. Lacquer is tapped like rubber 
from a very poisonous tree. Linen is 
then stretched over the wood, joints 
filled w r ith powdered wood, lacquer 
juice and rice paste. Then comes 
coat after coat of lacquer, each rubbed 
down with charcoal powder and dried 
slowly in a naturally damp atmos¬ 
phere. Drying takes place for about 
ten months. 

In the same way gold designs, or 
shell or pearl, are tranferred and 
gold dust sprinkled — many times — 
dried and polished. The final polishes 
are given with powdered magnolia 
charcoal and powdered Deer Horn, 
with a little vegetable oil — the 
hand only being used as the polisher.

While thousands of trees will be 
planted for shelterbelts on prairie 
farms this year, other thousands of 
trees in the timber tones may be 
wiped out by forest fires, says a pub¬ 
lic message of the Canadian Forestry 
Association's Alberta Branch. 

“Alberta's 93,000 square miles of 
productive tlmberlands measures 
more than three times the site of 
Scotland. Ninety per cent of these 
tree-covered areas are owned by the 
people of the province. Alberta al¬ 
ready Is the center of lively forest In¬ 
dustries and extensive woods em¬ 
ployment, but only the first stage of 
development has been reached. 

•'The woodland areas of the east¬ 
ern slope of the Rockies are regarded 
as one of the most important and 
strategic forest regions In North Am¬ 
erica, as they are the birthplace of 
all the rivers that water the Western 
plains. These Eastern Slopes are ex¬ 
posed to fire hazards that can work 
deadly Injury to farm fertility and 
the success of irrigation projects. 
The fire threat originates In the per¬ 
sonal negligence of campers, sports¬ 
men, woods-workers, and other users 
of the forested country. Such easily- 
preventive acts of carelessness as an 
abandoned campfire and lighted to¬ 
bacco can create a blackened count¬ 
ryside destined to remain a lifeless 
waste for fifty years or longer.

The legality of the Legislative As¬ 
sembly Act covering the members 
setting in the House and doing busi¬ 
ness with the government no matter 
how trivial, will be dealt with by the 
courts.

Election In Alberta 

For the 6th time since the 1935 
victory of Social Credit in Alberta, 
electors will go to the polls on June 
29th, to return Premier Manning and 
bis supporters with a renewed vote 
of confidence and a mandate to carry 
on the good work for another five 
years. 

The election comes as a counter- 
thrust to the Opposition smear cam¬ 
paign which has been waged unceas¬ 
ingly since the House opened the 
1855 Session.

with the Provincial Treasury Branch- 
es.

Premier Manning earlier had re¬ 
plied to opposition smear charges, 
citing character assassination ns an 
undemocratic method of attack. The 
last attack of all he decided should 
be answered by the people of Alberta 
themselves. He called for prorogation 
dissolution, and an election at the 
earliest possible date. 

The long series of carefully plan¬ 
ned attacks by both Liberal and Con¬ 
servative members in the house bore 
all the earmarks of outside prepara¬ 
tion. It has been revealed that act¬ 
ually, they are part of a campaign 
to discredit Social Credit in Alberta 
before Social Credit in Ottawa be¬ 
comes a reality. 

Premier Manning is honest enough 
and competent to keep the people in¬ 
formed of develpments between now 
and June 29th. On that day, for the 
6th consecutive time. Social Credit 
will be returned with customary over¬ 
whelming majority. 

DO YOU KNOW 

That, the Liberal Government in 
the Province 1905 • 1921 left a debt 
of 100 million dollars. The U.F.A. 
government, 1921 - 1935 left an ad¬ 
ditional debt of 67 million dollars, 
making a total of 167 million dollars 
debt to the government. 

In two years, your Social Credit 
government reduced this debt by two 
million dollars.

Provision has been made for the 
Provincial debt to be completely 
paid off by 1973 or earlier. The un¬ 
paid debt has been refunded at an 
interest rate of 2.82%—the lowest 
rate in Canada. 

But — contrary to accusations 
made by opposition parties — this 
debt reduction has NOT been made 
at the expense of the municipalities. 
The cities, towns and villages are 
growing and installing up-to-date 
utilities. Their ratepayers are in fa¬ 
vor of these improvements and have 
voted for them. 

The Province is helping by provid¬ 
ing loans at low interest rates out of 
money belonging to ALL the people 
of the Province — saving municipal 
taxpayers approximately 2 million 
dollars per annum in interest nor¬ 
mally charged. Furthermore, all in¬ 
terest paid will remain within the 
province for the benefit of Albertans. 

Loans to municipalities under the 
Self-Liquidating Projects Act at 2% 
(repayable over a maximum period of 
Municipal Capital Expenditures Loan

The decision to spend money for 
locai improvements lies with the 
ratepayers of each municipality. The 
provincial government does not in¬ 
terfere with their free autonomy. 

In 1935 it took 51% of all provin¬ 
cial revenue to pay interest alone on 
the provincial debt. In 1945 it took 
14% of revenue to cover both princi¬ 
pal and interest payments. 

In 1955 it took only 2.11% of rev¬ 
enue for these payments. 

Do You Know — That the prov¬ 
ince of British Columbia (now a 
Social Credit Gov’t.) had an accum¬ 
ulated provincial debt to March 31, 
1952, of $191,054,000 net, but Social 
Credit reduced these figures so that 
at August 2, 1954 (2V a years) they 
stood at $140,570,000, a reduction of 
$50,484,000 in that length of time and 
the per capita debt reduced from 
$160.00 to $111.50.
